SUICIDE IN THE COUNTRY. 


Ephralm Harkrader, Tired of Life. Shoots 


Himself in the Head. 


Information reached the city this fore- 


noon that soon after the breakfast hour 
this morning Mr. Ephraim Harkrader, a 
bachelor farmer, aged about 45 years, had 
shot himself at his home near Emery, 
three-quarters of n mile west of the 
Bloomington road. 
A messenger was 


sent to Maroa for Dr. McLean, but 
goon after the physician arrived at the 
Harkrader place the man expired, having 
lived two hours after the fatal shot was 
fired. It appears that after breakfast the 
deceased went iuto a room, while the 
cither occupants of the dwelling were iu 
other parts of the house, and while alone 
he swallowed a quantity of laudanum 
and put the muzzle of the pistol to his 
head above his right ear aud fired. The 
explosion startled the household, aud all 
ran into the room to find Mr. Ilarkrailer 
in the agonies of death, with a bullet in 
his brain. The cause for the act is.un- 
known. One report is that he had had 
some difficulty with one (if his brothers, 
which resulted iu a bitter quarrel. He 
had Ix-en negotiating for the Brown 
farm of 100 acres, in the edge of Austin 
township, but had not purchased it. The 
price demanded was $81.a.r> per acre.

"Out road is not 
only paying expenses now, whipn it nag 
not done for years, but enough bu been 
saved to make necessary improTOOwnta. 
And Mr. Conklin thinks he will be lbu 
to do still better hereafter.
